The last act of the Legialative CoanoU tho 
pieiant Boaaion baa taken place, and has 
prored worlhyahe character of tbe play. In 
B tragedy in wliich every tcone was almost a 
field of ruthlesa dosltuclion, the dttxouement 
nas terribly grand nnd appropriate. Hamlet 
and Laertes, tbe King and the Qasen%ere 
all coniigDod at u raomeot's notice to tbe 
otbM world. Tbe Horaeataad and the Fran* 
obiae, the Imprisonraent for Debt and the 
Estate of Deceased Personi, the Marriogo 
License Fees, the Pilot and the Woighta and 
MoCiSures bills huvo iallcn dead upon tbe 
atage ; the play is over ; the curtain ia about 
to drop, and tbe ondienco are ready to tal<a 
theii departure. What • nice little theatri- 
cal repreientatioD it hat been. How full ol 
all the ioterestiDg horrors of deep trsgedy. 
" Blood" ahouls Melpomono, and she thrusts 
the poniard into the vitals of iho Lower 
Honae. The " appetite," liowever, " grows 
on what it feeds,'' aiid the hletorid T/eapou 
is no longer fit for the oocasion. Tbe gnillo- 
/ tino saperaedea tho headaman, and tbe 
pooiard of tho tragic muso gives place to ihiit 
weapon of more wholtsalo dealruotion which 
perpetrates tlio "slaughtei of the innocents." 
Tbe Council Itnows the Lcgialatura is to be 
prorogued to-day, and ihereforo allows all 
the meaaorea which are not completed to be 
atifled by the prorogation. Abandanoe of 
tiine has been uQordeJ oven during the 
last few days to pass every measure 
that remained beloto it, but it meets 
yesterday only to adjourn, ami tho 
whole of tho bills are thorofora, by one 
toll awoop, hopeleasly for the aession 
killed. We havo often repeated the faot thai 
tho people of Vancouver Island are a patient, 
Icng-suHaring lot; but wo think tho Council 
has managed to bear rather heavily this timo 
on the strain- We have a strong suapicion 
that before another dollar is voted for the 
pnblie treaanry, this obBtruotiTe braoeb of 
the Government will either have to come to 
^■■nmimry'tetmioation or carry oat vihatever 
Dills the Lower House nfay choose to ssnd it. 
The qaeition will naturally arias — what ino 
terests do tbe members of the Council repre- 
sent, and if they represent no interests in 
tho colony, as must be clearly seen, on wlmt 
ground do thay ran counter to public 
opinion? They will be, and ratbet more 
practically than they desire, convinced that 
they arc not the dictators in tho legislation of 
the country, but public sorvnnia paid to per- 
form public duties. They will learn, before 
they are many months older, what we have 
atated previoasly, that there is no power io 
t])ii. colony which baa eiihai the authority or 
tbe capacity to thwart the public will. What 
•the people desire must ba granted, olways 
aioepting any encroachment on the preroga- 
tive ol tbe Crown or on constitutional pre 
oadcni. The .Council lias had its day, tho buy 
bis mischievous play, but the day of roctcon- 
ing ia coming nevertheless, and coming 
swiftly. 

IHB~CORONBR3HIP. 

The report of tha Coronorship Committee 
was presented yesterday to the House. It 
will be leea by the document that tha vexed 
question as to the sxia:enoa of a Uoroner is. 
so far as tbe Committee ia coocaroed, defin - 
itely settled. The members in, tbe absence 
of certain papers in the possesaioa of the E.t- 
eontiva, have not gone so fully into the mat- 
ter as they might nnd no doubt wo jld havo 
done ; but they conclude, and we thinlc on 
very good premiaes, that tha oommiaaion aod 
instrnotioDs of ex-Governor Sir jamea Doug- 
las gave him the neoeasary aothoriiy to 
appoint a Coroner, that Dr. Dickson was duly 
appointed and gazetted, and that the latter 
gentleman has undisputably held tbu posilion 
forever live tnd a'half years. The remarks 
of the Treasurer, to the fiTect that he did not 
know by what authority tho Coroner charged 
the high increased fee of 820, ate dispoAed of 
by the statement that the authority for audi 
an increase oame from flis Excollency him 
gelf, and that tha documents oilled for by the 
Oommiltee, nnd which wera in the Treasury 
Department, woulil huvo fully a.xplained the 
matter. Whalaver may bo the action of the 
Ex'eootive, we feel certain no person 
in tbe community who reads tho Com- 
millee's report, will have a scintilla of 
doubt about Dr. Dickson's posilic-,, nor will 
there be«any sympathy shown for the ICxeeii- 
t've'a extraordinary ooij_!nut the matter. 
If Dr. Dickson had not beuu legally appoint- 
ed there was a legal way of snnulling that 
appointment if necessary. A writ of quo 
■warranto before the Chief Justice would huvu 
efTeotually decided the question, ff lie \vt'r« 
Dot qualiDed for Ihs posilion or had rendered 
himself iu nny way unfit, ihera was slill u 
olearly marked legal course to pursue. Under 
any ciroumilaDoe tbeoondnotof Ibe C.\ccuiivs 
has b^en wrong.. The Oommitteo auggeais 
that, W'tiaro ere in some quarters doubts as 
to tbe tipplicnbility of the English act bear- 
ing on Ooronom, a bill should ba brought in 
aa soon as possible to dorino matters clear- 
ly and unmistakably. Tha bill wliioh 
was introilucod tho preiuut session in referN 
coca to tho coronorship waa, io the uaual 
comae of events, tbroivn out by tbe Upper 
House ; what the real obJectioDs to the meax 
sure were we are unable to say. So far ua 
we are concerned, howercr. wo are SDxiuua 
for neithsr a porpotual nor an irraspo.i- 
siblo Coroner, nor ono tluil is uol auhjoot to 
the aame role of rutreuchinont that governs 
Other pnblie oflioes ; but we can perceive (he 
abacilutij Us'Oeasi'ty which exl^ta (or it bill thai 
will deQna tbo powers of Ibe Grown aa 
( well as the duties and aatb^rlty of tho Ooro- 
ber.

FROM WamBT ISLAND 

WiiiDiiT Island, Whldby Co., W. T. 
To THE Editor ok the Bhitisii Colonist 
— Sir : Perhaps it may bo of a, mo interest 
to yuur readers to know something conuern- 
iug the progress of tbo peopi" of this island. 
I therefore write you a lew linos upon the 
BUtiject. It is well known by thoao who 
chaucod lo visit the island but a few years 
ago, that it was comparatively nothing but a 
wilderness ; its principal lords being tho red 
men of tho forest.- But this class of inhabi- 
tants has fast degenerated in populatio,. and 
its'placo has boon supplied by the enterp 'fl- 
ing Yankee, or as tho Indians call him, " n.e 
Boston man." So where once stood the 
wig wain' of Ihe Ionian, now eland the 
dwelling house and barns of the white man. 
Thu hunting ground ol tbo savage is uow stud- 
ded with thu oinblomn of progress, viz., fine 
crops of potatoes, bailey, oats, hay, vegeta- 
bles, etc. Each settler aeems bent 00 Uying 
to ooirival his neighbor in rendering himaclf 
independent by moans of his own indiiatry, 
and with this class of enorgetio, enterprising; 
and nnibilioua ciiizcns, our little oominunity 
is fast becoming ono ol progress and wealth. 
I have been |)loa8ed lo nolioo within tho lasi 
few years, the improvomont that has been 
made in the breeds of stock, so well adapted 
to tho olimato and pasturago of this ooniitry, 
.Many are di.«posing of their inlerior qualities 
ol scrub stock, and replacing theru with large 
and belter blooded animals. Thora have 
boon some brood hones imported Irom Ore- 
;;oii lo this island that will rank woll amongst 
second cla3.< horses in any civilized eoiinlry. 
Cows and hogs are greatly improved in size 
and quality. Many are turuing their atteo- 
tioo to the raising of abeep, which bids tair lo 
bo a profitable buiineas. There are upon 
thu island four stnrus, with a prospect of 
inoro. 1 have enumeralod eoino of the many 
bright prospects attending the enlerpriaing 
inhabitants of this little osmmunity ; as it 
cdivays the caao in all countries and ocmnm- 
nitios, thora are some whoso solo object aeems 
to consist in being a pet and tenor lo 
Noeioty, hut as a whulo tho inliabiianti of Uiis 
island may be regarded aa an >'nlcr[iriaint; 
and prospcrons people. Cvin^; to tho reeuiit 
and frtipieiit showers of rain willi which 
kind Providanoe haa favored thii region, 
crops of all kinda at thia season of Iho year 
aru equal to any that we have ever had iu 
this country.

FAILURE OP THB SPANIARDS IN 
SAN DOI\IINaO.

'iVe have at length the gratifying inlclli- 
genea from San Domingo that the Spanish 
troops, in accordance with a bill' proposed 
by the Spanish Ministry in January of Ihe 
present year, and since ratified by the Cor'* 
les, have been withdrawn from tha island, 
and that the independence ol Iho Dominiuau 
llepuhlio has been completely restored. The 
Spanish troops lelt on March 30 ; a few iluy.s 
bolore, 00 March '.a, tho National Convoii- 
tiuu hud teriuiiiaiod ils labors lor tho reor- 
ganization of the Government. 

Por tho fulurc of the American continent 
and its position among iho eivili/.ed iiatioDB 
of the world, the ia^ue of iho Domiuiciu 
War of Independence can have no oonso- 
qucnoes like those which will follow the res- 
lorittion of Iho Uniou of these JStatcs. Still 
the tiiumph uf the Dominicans will be hail- 
ed Kith cordial sympathy in this country. 
It is the most moriifyiog rebuke which has 
yet been admioiatered to the European 
aohemes of conquest on this continent, ond 
both here and in Europe it will be regarded 
as foreshadowing tho final issue of ail simi- 
lar attempts. Nothing, in faot, could be 
more humiliating and complete than the de^ 
feat of the Spaniards. The Dominican Re- 
public, tha eastern portion of the island of 
Hayti, compriaiiip nearly three. fSlihs of tho 
island, has an area ol 17,500 square miles, 
and ia therefore not quite so lar^a na the 
8 ula ol West Virginia. lis population is 
dill'd.'onlly onimutod from 120,001) 10 200,008 
aud IS iburelura about i quui tu Uhudo Inland. 
Spain has an area about double tliat of New 
York, Pennsylvania, aud Now Jor»ey c nn- 
biacd, aud its population is about equal to 
one half of tha population of tho United 
.Stales. Il had, in 1HC3, an army ol aiuuil 
234,000 men. Fvtr since President Sani.iua 
turned traitor to his country, and sold San 
Dumiugo to Spain, the war has been carried 
on by Ilie invaders with nnrelealing vigor. 
Ship after ship has been sent there with re- 
iiiforcuments tor the Spanish Army, and the 
papers of Spain and Cuba bave^vef ceaaed 
tu represent the opposition of Iha Oominicaoa 
to Spanish rule us a contemptible insurrec- 
tion which it would not taka long lo 
overeume. Tho resulta widely dill'or from the 
an 1 iei jmiiou and prediction uf t he Spaniards. 
.N'lit only have lliey been conlined since the 
middle of 1803 lo t!.o iicounatioii of a few 
aea])i)rt towns, not only have ihey now been
